On the other hand, at the Ontario 
Municipal Court, the clerks are very 
aloof and disagreeable when you ask 
advice on how to handle some of the 
paperwork, the clerks do al] small 
Claims default deciding, you wait 
hours to plead guilty or not guilty on 
a traffic citation and the judges never 
have the time to give any personal 
attention to most matters. 

Is this what you want and think 
will be beneficial to the people of San 
Bernardino County? By saving a little 
money on the cost of paper work,

lost wages while driving to court and 
while waiting in Municipal Courts. 

Before you decide definitely, I think 
you should take a poll of all the peo- 
ple in San Bernardino County who 
have come in contact with both courts. 
Iam sure you will find that the peo- 
ple who know the kind of reception 
that is received at both courts will 
not want them consolidated. 

Thank goodness we have one super- 
visor who considers what will be best 
for the small communities in our coun- 
ty. Why would anyone want a judge, 
from a totally different locale, ruling

If you don't believe me, attend 
both the Ontario Municipal Court and 
the Chino Justice Court for one day 
each, and see for yourself where the 
people get faster service and the least 
amount of inconvenience.
